We all hear a great deal about the United Way Campaign for Orange, 
Osceola, and Seminole counties during the month of October, and although 
you may realize that the United Way assists 80 agencies working to help 
everyone within the community, you still may have questions about the United 


Way. Here are some answers for you: 


What is the United Way? 

It is the people in your community. 
It's thousands of volunteers. It's 80 
agencies who provide necessary 
health and family services. All these 
people join together in a cooperative 
effort, whether it is giving dollars, or 
volunteering time or actually pro- 
viding services to who ever needs 
them in the Orange, Osceola, and 
Seminole counties. 


How does United Way set goals? 


First, the United Way Board of Di- 
rectors who are all local volunteers 
evaluates the needs of the commu- 
nity. Then this board estimates the 
potential for giving by the commun- 
ity's residents and businesses. Next a 
goal is set that will greatly benefit the 
community but that is also achieva- 
ble by the community. 

Allocations to agencies are only 
made once the campaign has ended. 
How much each agency receives is 
decided by the Budget Review 
Committee of the United Way who 
are also volunteers. Walt Disney 
World Company has four employees 
who serve on the Budget Review 
Committee. 


What is “fair share”? 


Fair share is just a suggested 
guideline on what a working person 
could pledge. Fair share is based on 
six-tenths of one percent of your 
earnings, or roughly one hour's pay 
per month. It is important to note that 
whatever you feel is a fair contribu- 
tion is a worthy contribution. Any 
contribution, no matter how big or 
small, helps other people in your 
community. 


Where does our money go? 

By supporting United Way, you are 
supporting 80 agencies in Orange, 
Osceola, and Seminole counties. The 
money you give stays in this com- 
munity. An important point for you to 
remember is that your United Way 
contribution goes directly to services 
for people and not for facilities. 
How much of United Way dollars go 
to campaign and administrative 
costs? 

Only 6% of your contribution is 


used for these costs. Therefore, 94% 
of your contribution goes to agencies 
to help people! 

Why do agencies supported by Un- 
ited Way charge fees? 

United Way funds are stretched to 
help the greatest number of people. 
No one is ever turned away because 
of lack of funds, so United Way funds 
are used for those who cannot afford 
the services. Whereas, someone who 
can pay, is asked to do so. Many 
times United Way funds are used to 
gain matching funds from the state 
and federal government. An exam- 
ple is the 4C Day Care program 
where one United Way dollar can be 
used to obtain seven dollars from 
government programs. 

How does United Way determine 
what agencies receive funding? 


It is important to know that an 
agency decides to join United Way. 
No agency is ever forced to join. 
When an agency wants United Way 
funding they must meet some strict 
stipulations. First, they must be a 
nonprofit organization. Second, the 
agency must provide necessary 
programs involving health, charac- 
ter building, or family services. Next, 
they must agree to one campaign for 
all. United Way agencies do not hold 
separate fund raisers in the form of 
telethons, marathons, or door-to- 
door campaigns. Also, the agency 
must publish an audited financial 
report and be willing to have their 
needs evaluated against other agen- 
cies by the United Way Budget 
Committee. 

What is the United Way Goal? 

The United Way goal for Orange, 

Seminole, and Osceola is $3,250,000. 


Our Walt Disney World Company 
goal is $300,000. Our goal is 10% of 


the total overall goal. Walt Disney 


World Company has a tremendous 
impact on the community. Your con- 
tribution does help.
